1  The  district  over  which  you  have  been  ap- 
pointed roadniaster  and  in  Ts^hich  you  shall  have 
jurisdiction  is    No 

2  It  shall  be  your  duty  to  see  that  all  road 
labor  is  performed  according  to  the  list  sent  you 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  to  carry  out  all 
the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

3  Every  male  inhabitant  in  your  district 
not  otherwise  assessed,  over  t^venty-one  and 
under  sixty  years  of  age,  (except  persons  in  His 
Majesty's  Military  or  Naval  service,  on  full  pay 
or  actual  service.  Clergymen  or  School  Teachers 
actually  engaged  in  their  profession,)  shall  be 
summond  by  you  to  ^vork  one  day,  and  all  other 
persons  shall  be  summond  by  you  to  work  the 
number  of  days  for  which  they  are  respectfully 
liable. 

4  Every  person  rated  in  this  Municipality, 
(not  otherwise  exempted  by  law,)  who  has  been 
assessed  upon  the  assessment  roll  of  the  Municip- 
ality, shall  be  liable  to  statute  labor  according  to 
the  amount  of  such  assessment  as  follows  for 
such  property.  Every  person  assessed  for  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00,)  one 
day,    over    two    hundred    dollars    and    not    ex- 
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ceediiig  five  hundred  dollars,  ($500,)  two  days, 
and  one  day  for  each  additional  five  hundred 
dollars  or  fraction  thereof. 

5  You  shall  give  at  least  six  days  notice  in 
writing,  or  personally,  to  each  person  living  in 
the  district  and  liable  to  work  on  the  highway, 
of  the  time,  place,  where  and  when,  and  with 
what  implements  you  require  them  to  appear 
and  perform  their  statute  labor,  either  in  person 
or  by  an  able  bodied  substitute,  or  commute  for 
the  whole  or  part  of  saine,  and  you  shall,  two 
days  after  the  expiration  of  the  above  time  make 
a  full  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Miuiicipality, 
stating  the  names  of  the  parties  who  have  per- 
formed their  statute  labor  and  of  those  who 
have  not,  and  where  it  has  been  performed. 

6  You  shall  apply  the  labor  to  be  perform- 
ed under  this  By-Law,  (unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Council,)  either  on  the  great  highway  or 
on  any  public  road  in  your  district,  according  the 
Government  Survey,  or  any  i*oad  established  by 
the  Municipality. 

7  You  liHve  the  power  to  require  a  plow, 
wagon  or  cart,  a  pair  of  horses  or  oxen,  together 
with  a  man  to  manage  them,  from  any  person 
having  the  same  in  your  district  liable  to  work 
two  or  three  days  and  who   has    not   commuted, 
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and  the  person  furnishing  the  same  on  such  re- 
quisition shall  be  allowed  three  days  for  a  man 
and  team  and  whatever  implements  is  required 
for  such  day's  service  therewith. 

8  You  shall  in  no  case  require  any  person 
to  perform  statute  labor  at  any  point  more  than 
three  miles  distance  from  the  land  in  regard  to 
which  liability  to  perform  the  same  is  imposed. 

9  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pathmas- 
ter  to  take  necessary  means  to  prevent  any 
weeds  from  so  maturing  seed  that  they  will  ger- 
minate or  reproduce  any  on  the  public  roads  or 
on  the  great  highway  within  the  limits  of  his  re- 
spective division  or  road  beat,  and  for  such  pur- 
pose he  is  hereby  authorized  to  require,  direct 
and  compel  parties  in  his  said  district  liable  to 
the  performance  of  statute  labor,  to  do  so  much 
of  it  as  msiy  be  necessary  in  the  cutting  and  des- 
troying of  the  said  weeds  at  such  season  of  the 
year  as  he  may  deem  most  effectual  for  his 
purpose,  and  each  day  a  person  liable  to  the  per- 
formance of  statute  labor  may,  under  the  direct- 
ion of  the  Pathmaster,  spend  in  cutting  and  des- 
truction of  said  weeds  shall  be  allowed  one  day's 
statute  labor. 

10  You  shall,  without  fail  before  the  first 
day  of  September,  forward  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  a  complete  return  of  the  work  per- 
formed. 
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11  Any  person  appointed  to  act  as  Road- 
master  who,after  receiving  notice  of  his  appoint- 
ment refuses  or  neglects  to  perform  the  duties 
incumbent  upon  him,  shall  be  lial)le  to  a  fine  of 
ten  dollars,  ($10.00,)  or  in  default  of  payment  to 
imprisonment  for  one  month. 

12  You  are  hereby  required  to  take  charge 
of  all  road  scrapers  in  your  beat,  and  make  a  re- 
turn of  the  number  and  state  of  repair  they  are 
in. 

18  It  shall  be  your  duty  to  examine  all 
bridges  and  culberts  on  public  roads,  within  the 
limits  of  your  road  beat,  and  see  that  the  same 
are  kept  in  repair.  All  minor  repairs  not  exceed- 
ing five  dollars  ($5.00,)  you  shall  have  executed 
as  whenever  required,  rendering  your  account  of 
expenses  of  such  repairs  to  the  Councillor  of  the 
Ward  in  w^hich  the  road  beat  is  situated. 

14  All  pathmasters  are  instructed  to  make 
all  grades  and  ditches  as  follows — Grades  to  be 
in  centre  of  road,  16  feet  wide,  rounding  on  top, 
to  be  24  feet  from  ditch  to  ditch.  Ditches  to  be 
about  9  feet  wide  and  deep  enough  to  carry  off 
water.  Road  grades  to  be  smooth  and  level ;  all 
culberts  to  be  kept  in  good  repair  ;  roadbeats  to 
run  from  mound  to  mound. 

15  In  the  event  of  any  travelled  road  within 
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your  district  being  rendered  impassable,  by 
reason  of  snow,  flood  or  other  unforeseen  emer- 
gency, you  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  render  said 
road  passable,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  call  out 
such  persons  liable  to  statutewithin  your  district 
as  may  be  required,  calling  out  those  persons 
who  are  living  nearest  to  the  spot  where  the 
work  is  to  be  performed,  with  such  teams  and 
implements  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose, 
and  you  shall  give  each  person  attending  and 
working  in  consequence  of  your  summons,  a  cer- 
tificate stating  the  number  of  days  he  shall  have 
worked  on  such  summons  and  the  date  of  such 
work,  and  the  number  of  days  stated  in  such  cer- 
tificate shall  be  credited  and  allowed  to  such  per- 
son in  his  next  season's  statute  labor.

In  case  of  dispute  three  Fenceviewers  shall 
form  a  court  and  their  decision  shall  be  final  in 
all  cases  submitted  to  them. 

Any  Fenceviewei'  neglecting  his  duty  when 
notified  as  above  shall  incur  a  ^penalty  of  two 
dollars  ($2.00),  together  witji  costs  of  prosecution 
to  be  recovered,  for  the  use  of  the  Municipality, 
by  summary  proceedings  before  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  upon  complaint  of  the  party  agrieved  or 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Municipality.

WHEREAS  it  is  advisible  to   prevent   encroach- 
ment on  or  damage  to  the  pubKc  highways  : 

The  Reeve  and,  Council  of  the  Rural  Munici- 
cipaUty  of  Portage  la  Prairie  in  session  enact : 

1  That  no  person  encroach  on  the  public 
highway  within  the  Rural  Municipality  of  Port- 
age la  lh*airie  by  digging  holes  or  drains  on 
such  highway,  or  by  plowing  up  any  portion 
thereof,  or  by  removing  turf  or  earth  therefrom, 
nor  shall  any  person  deposit  noxious  weeds 
thereon,  without  at  first  having  obtained  the 
permission  of  the  Council  of  the  said  Rural 
Municipality,  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  persons 
occupying  lands  to  drain  the  said  lands  into  the 
ditches  on  the  public  roads  by  means  of  ditches 
leading  from  the  lands  proposed  to  be  drained  to 
ditches  on  the  public  roads  providing  any  such 
ditch  constructed  to  drain  such  land  be  dug  so 
that  the  slope  on  each  bank  of  so  much  of  the 
said  ditch  as  shall  be  on  the  public  road  shall  be 
at  least  one  and  one-half  foot  of  slope  to  each 
foot  of  perpendicular  depth  of  said  ditches. 

2  That  any  person  committing  any  breach  of 
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section  I  of  this  by-law  shall  be  liable,  upon  con- 
viction before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jur- 
isdiction in  the  Municipality,  to  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars  and  costs,  the  said  penalty 
and  costs  to  be  recovered  by  distress  on  the

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  define  a  lawful 
fence  : 

THEREFORE  be  it  enacted  the  following  shall 
constitute  a  lawful  fence  in  the  Municipality 
of  Portage  la  Prairie,  viz  : 

Kail  Fence 

A  fence  if  constructed  of  rails,  shall  not  be 
less  than  four  (4)  feet  six  (6)  inches  in  height,  the 
bottom  rail  to  be  not  more  than  twenty  (20) 
inches  from  the  ground.  The  fence  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  four  (4)  rails  properly  constructed 
and  firmly  bound  with  withes,  wire,  or  secured 
with  pins. 

Wire  Fence 

A  fence  constructed  of  wire  shall  not  h,e  less 
than  four  (4)  feet  six  v6)  inches  in  height,  the 
three  (3)  strands  of  barbed  wire,  or  tMVO  (2) 
strands  of  barbed  wire  with  a  pole  or  board  on 
top.  The  bottom  wire  to  be.  not  more  than 
twenty  (20)  inches  from  the  ground.  The  posts 
not  to  be  more  than  two  (2)  rods  apart.  The 
wire  to  be  secured  firmly  to  the  posts  with 
staples,  and  where  top  board  is  used,  said    board 
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to  be  securely  fastened  to  the  post  with  spikes. 

Board    Fence 

A  board  fence  to  be  not  less  than  four  (4)  feet 
six  (6)  inches  in  height,  consisting  of  at  least 
three  (3)  boards  not  less  than  six  (6)  inches  in 
width.  The  bottom  board  to  be  not  more  than 
twenty  (20)  inches  from  the  ground.  Boards  to  be 
firmly  fastened  to  the  posts  with  nails  or   spikes. 

Ditch  Fence 

A  ditch  fence  to  have  a  cut  of  three  (3)  feet 
in  width  by  two  (2)  feet  six  (6)  inches  in  depth. 
The  soil  to  be  thrown  on  the  inner  bank, forming 
a  ridge  of  at  least  two  feet  in  height. 

Worm  Fence 

Worm  fence  shall  consist  of  at  least  five  (5) 
rails,  double  ridered  and  staked,  and  not  less  than 
four  (4)  feet  six  (6)  inches  in  height ;  the  lower 
rail  to  have  a  block  of  not  more  than  (6)  inches 
under  it.

THE  Reeve  and  Conncillors  of  the  Rural  Mun- 
icipality of  Portage  la  Prairie,  in  council  as- 
sembled, enact  as  follows: — 

1  That  every  well  within  the  Rural  Munici- 
pality of  Portage  la  Prairie  that  is  not  inclosed 
Avithin  a  lawful  fence,  shall  be  covered  with  a 
sufficient  and  proper  covering  and  shall  at  times 
be  kept  covered  except  when  necessarily  open  for 
the  purpose  of  cleaning  or  repairing  the  said 
well. 

2  That  any  owner  or  occupant  of  any  land 
upon  which  such  well  may  be  situated,  within 
the  Municipality,  shall  cover  the  said  w^ell  with 
such  good  and  sufficient  covering  w^ithin  two 
days  after  service  of  written  notice  upon  him 
calling  upon  him  to  cover  such  well  which  notice 
may  be  given  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  or 
by  any  ratepayer  resident  within  the  Munici- 
pality. 

3  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  by-law,  or  failing  to  comply  with  the 
same  shall  be  subject,  on  conviction    before   any 
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Justice  of  the  Peace,  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars

THE  Reeve  and  Conncillors  of  the  Rural  Mun- 
icipality of  Portage  la  Prairie,  in  council  as- 
sembled, enact  as  follows: — 

I  That  no  person  shall  leave  or  deposit  any 
garbage,  offal,  tilth,  carcasses,  or  other  infected 
or  tainted  matter  upon  any  unoccupied  or  unen- 
closed lands  within  the  Municipality,  and  any 
person  so  offending  shall  be  liable  upon  convict- 
ion before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  having  juris- 
diction wdthin  the  Municipality,  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  dollars  for  the  tirst  offence  and  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  succeeding 
offence,  wnth  costs,  such  penalty  and  costs  to  be 
recovered  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  offender  and  in  the  event  of  there 
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being  no  distress;  fund  out  of  which  fine  and 
costs  can  be  levied,  to  imprisonment  in  the  com- 
mon goal  of  the  Central  Judicial  District  for  such 
period  not  exceeding  t^^enty  days  as  the  convict- 
ing Justice  of  the  Peace  may  direct,  unless  the 
fine  and  costs  of  warrant  and  commitment  to 
goal  be  sooner  paid. 

2  The  Pathmaster  with  whose  labor  district 
any  garbage,  filth,  oiial,  carcass  or  other  infected 
or  tainted  matter  may  have  been  left  or  deposit- 
ed contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section  one  (I)  of 
thi;>  by-law,  shall  forthwith  bury  or  destroy  the 
same  (in  case  of  the  carcass  of  an  animal  if  hur- 
ried to  be  covered  with  at  least  three  feet  of 
earth)  and  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  com- 
pensation for  such  services  from  the  current 
funds  of  the  Municipality,  the  said  compensation 
to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Municipality, 
upon  a  certificate  from  the  said  Pathmaster 
showing  the  serv'ces  actually  performed;  such 
compensation  in  the  case  of  burial  of  carcasses 
not  to  exceed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
animal  so  buried. 

3  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Pathmaster  to 
lay  information  before  some  Justice  of  the  Peace 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  Municipality 
against  any  person  who  shall  offend  against  the 
provisions  of  the  by-law  ;  but   this    section    shall 
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not  prevent  any  other  person  laying  such  infor- 
mation if  no  such  information  be  laid  by  the 
Path  master. 

4  Nothing  herein  before  contained  shall  in- 
terfere with  the  right  of  the  Municipality  to  re- 
cover payment  of  any  expenses  incurred  in  the 
disposal  of  any  g^^rbage,  offal,  filth,  or  carcass  or 
other  infected  or  tainted  matter  from  the  person 
or  persons  whose  duty  it  may  have  been  to  dis- 
pose of  the  said  garbage,  filth  offal  carcass  or 
other  infected  or  tainted  matter. 

5  One-half  of  the  penalty  imposed  under  the

1  That  no  traction  engine,  steam  engine, 
threshing  machine  or  w^ater  tank  shall  pass,  or 
be  transported,  over  any  of  the  highways  or 
bridges  upon  any  highway  within  the  Rural 
Municipality  of  Portage  la  Prairie  except  at  the 
sole  risk  of  the  owner  of  such  engine,  machine 
and  water  tank. 

2  The  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  any 
traction  engine  passing  or  being  transported 
over  any  highway  or  bridge  upon  any  highway 
within  the  said  Rural  Municipality  shall  cause  to 
be  carried  with  such  engine  a  sufficient  quantity

WHEREAS  it  is  c^xpeclient  to  regulate  the  run- 
ning at  large  of  animals  within  the  Rural 
Municipality  of  Portage  la  I'rairie  : 

THE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Rural  Munici- 
pality of  Portage  !a  Prairie  in  session  as- 
sembled therefore  enact  as  follows  : 

1  Except  as  prohibited  or  restricted  by  this 
or  other  by-law  or  by-laws,  of  the  Rural  Munici- 
pality of  Portage  la  Prairie,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
cattle  to  run  at  large  during  the  day  time  within 
the  said  Municipality  between  the  1st  day  of  May 
and  the  1st  day  of  November  in  every  year  and 
no  person  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  for  trespass 
in  respect  of  any  cattle  lawfully  at  large  under 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law  unless  such  cattle 
shall  be  found  trespassing  upon  any  land  or  pre- 
mises enclosed  by  a  lawful  fence,  in  which  case 
they  shall  be  liable  to  be  impounded  by  the  own- 
er or  occupant  of  such  land,  or  his  servant  or 
agent  and  such  cattle  shall  not  be  released  except 
upon  payment  of  the  damages  caused  by  such 
cattle  so  trespassing  and  the  expenses  of  so    im-

pounding  the  same,  together  with  all  other  law- 
ful fees,  and  unless  such  damages,  costs  and  ex- 
penses shall  be  paid  the  cattle  may  be  sold  under 
the  provisions  of  the  by-law  respecting  pounds 
and  poundkeepers. 

2  Xo  animals  of  any  description  shall  be 
permitted  to  be  at  large  within  the  said  Munici- 
pality between  the  first  day  of  November  and 
the  first  day  of  May  of  any  year. 

3  Xo  stallion  over  one  year  of  age,  no  bull 
over  nine  months  old,  no  boar  over  four  months 
old,  shall  at  any  time  be  allowed  to  be  at  large 
within  the  Rural  Municipality  of  Portage  la 
Prairie,  and  no  ram  over  four  months  old  shall 
be  permitted  to  be  at  large  in  the  said  Munici- 
pality from  the  first  day  of  August  to  the  first 
day  of  April,  and  anyone  ownin<r  or  having  the 
custody  of  any  such  animal  and  infringing  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  in  addition  to 
any  other  remedy  which  the  law  allows  to  any 
injured  person,  incur  the  following  penal ties,that 
is  to  say: — To  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
and  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  costs 
for  each  offence,  and  in  default  of  payment,  im- 
prisonment in  the  common  goal  of  the  Central 
Judicial  District  for  not  less  than  ten  days  or 
more  than  one  month. 

4  Xo  breachy  cattle,  and  no  sheep  or   swine 
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of  any  description,  or  of  any  age,  shall  at  any 
time  be  permitted  to  run  at  large  within  the  said 
Municipality. 

5  x\ny  animals  found  at  large  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  or  any  other  by-law 
of  the  said  Municipalty  shall  be  liable  to  be  im- 
pounded and  sold  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  by-law  respecting  pounds  and 
poDudkeepers,  unless  the  damage  done  by  such 
aniinals  whiie  at  large  and  the  expenses  of  im- 
pounding same  and  the  lawful  pound  fees  be  first 
paid. 

(5  A  breachy  animal  shall  be  any  horse,  ox 
or  other  animal,  known  or  proven,  to  be  in  the 
habit  of  throwing  down,  breaking  through,  or 
leaping  over  any  lawful  fence. 

7  Nothing  in  this  by-law  shall  prevent  any 
person  sustaining  damages,  by  reason  of  any 
breach  of  this  by-law  from  recovering  compen- 
sation from  any  person  owning  or  having  the 
custody  of  any  animal  through  which  said  dam- 
age has  been  caused. 

8  For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law  day  time 
shall  commence  at  the  hour  of  sunrise  in  the 
forenoon  and  shall  end  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.

or  petty  chapman,  or  other  persons  carrying  on 
petty  trades,  or  who  go  from  place  to  place,  or  to 
other  men's  houses,  with  wares  or  merchandise 
for  sale,a  license,  the  fee  for  w^hich  is  hereinafter 
set  forth. 

3  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law 
there  shall  be  taken  out  of  every  transient  trader 
whether  oceuping  premises  in  said  Municipality 
for  temporary  periods  or  not,  and  who  niay  offer 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  of  any  description 
for  sale  by  auction  or  in  any  other  manner  what- 
soever, a  license  fee  for  which  is  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

4  Any  person  or  persons,  whether  he  or 
they,  be  the  owner  or  owners  of,  or  person  or 
persons  in  charge  of  such  goods  or  merchandise, 
as  in  the  last  proceeding  clause  mentioned,  w^ho 
shall  offer  for  sale  the  same  without  having 
previously  obtained  such  license  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  by-law. 

5  The  following  fees  shall  be  payable  for 
any  such  license  ;  License  for  auctioneers,  twenty 
dolla»^s  ($20.00);  license  for  hawker,  peddler  or 
petty  chapman,  or  persons  going  from  house  to 
house  with  goods,  \vares  or  merchandise  for  sale, 
for  a  pack  peddler,  twenty  dollars  ($20.00;)  for  a 
haw^ker  or  peddler  with  a  horse    or    team,    fifty 
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dollars  $(50.00);  license  for  transient  trader,    fifty 
dollars  ($50.00). 

6  No  license  shall  be  granted  unless  the  fee 
payable  therefore  be  paid  to  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer of  the  Municipality  by  the  applicant  at  the 
time  of  the  application, 

7  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this 
by-law  shall  prevent  any  resident  ratepayer  of 
the  said  Municipality  whose  name  appeared  in 
the  last  revised  assessment  roll  of  the  said  Muni- 
cipality carrying  on  the  business  of  a  haw^ker  or 
peddler  or  petty  chapman  without  having  ob- 
tained a  license  so  to  do. 

8  Provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  by-law 
shall  prevent  a  farmer  or  farmers  selling  free  of 
all  charges  or  taxes,  or  by  hawking  the  same 
from  house  to  house  or  otherwise,  farm  produce 
of  any  kind  grown  or  produced  on  the  farm  of 
such  farmer. 

9  Any  person  carrying  on  any  of  the  here- 
tofore mentioned  occupations  or  business  with- 
in the  Municipality  w^ithout  having  obtained 
the  license  therefore  described  by  this  by-law 
shall  upon  conviction  before  a  Police  Magistrate 
or  Justice  of  the  Peace  be  liable  for  each  offence 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollar  and  costs,  such 
penalty  and  costs  to  be  levied  by  distress   if  not 
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sooner  paid,. or  in  the  event  of  there  being  no 
distress  out  of  which  such  penalty  and  costs  can 
be  levied,  to  imprisonment  in  the  common  gaol 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty-one  days. 

All  fines  levied  undt^r  this  by-law  to  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Rural  Munic'pality  of 
Portage  la  Prairie  for  the  use  of  the  said  Munici- 
pality. 

AH  by-laws  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.
